fingerprint records had been re- 
ceived from police of Texas and 
the nation since the bureau was 
created three years ago. 


Colonel H. H. Carmlchael, state 


police director, said fiscal 
year 
reports showed that 
24,982 per- 
sonal fingerprint records were In 
the state police files and 
have 
been instrumental In the Identi- 
fication of 27 civilians otherwise 
unknown. The remainder of the 
records relate to criminals and 
are kept apart from the personal 
Identification files. 


'Included 
In the reports were 
records of the thefts of 11,347 au- 
tomobiles 
In the three-year pe- 
riod and notices of 2,083 
other 


property thefts. Automobile losses 
decreased 25 per cent the past 
year when 3,295 were 
reported 
stolen. Photographs of criminals 
numbered 22,319 and criminal rec- 
ords received from 
the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation at Wash- 
ington totaled 111,836.

The commissioner pledged the

United States for Texas within a 
few years, and pointed out that 
some $260,000,000 had been spent 
for bridges alone In recent years 
and if the structures were placed 
end to end they would measure 
about 14S miles. He declared the 
main Idea he and his associates 
had was to see th« taxpayer real- 
ly secure dollar for dollar value. 


He pointed out that Texas was 


one of the most diversified states 
In the nation with almost any 
climate, soil, 
or 
nationality of 


people available; .with a popula- 
tion of some six to ten million 
people and space and produce for 
fifty 
to sixty millions. He de- 


clared it was the responsibility 
of the people of Texas to see 
that the laws, both moral and 
legal, were enforced so that the 
state might continue to be a land 
of opportunities. 


Mr. Hines then dedicated the

of work to be done but asked 
that they be given a little time, 
and also co-operation

taining revenues that were get- 
ting slim. He asserted less than 
two of the five cent gasoline tax 
reached the highway department 
treasury. He pledged himself and 
his associates to the filling of 
the gaps In this sector at the 
earliest possible moment. 


The highway engineer was then 


Introduced and told his audience 
that in the bridge thev had the 
culmination of a lot of hard work 
by many people, calling attention 
to the 2300 foot structure con- 
tained three and a half miles of 
piling, 1800 cubic yards of" con- 
crete, and 
huge 
quantities of 
steel. 


The engineer closed his remarks 


with the hope the contractor and 
the department had been success- 
ful In building for the future. 
R. J. Potts of Waco was the 


next speaker and paid tribute to 
the work of the contractors and 
others despite the many difficul- 
ties encountered on the project. 
He also recalled earlier days in 
the county when there were no 
hard-surfaced 
roads at all. 
J. N. Edens, chairman of the 
highway committee of the Cor- 
slcana Chamber of Commerce for 
many years, was introduced to 
the crowd and given a big hand 
for his efforts in behalf of the 
project. 
Mr. Jester adjourned the meet- 
Ing after 
extending thanks to 
all of those who co-operated in 
staging the celebration, and many 
of those in attendance 
left Im- 
mediately for Frost for the sec- 
ond program. 
Fro*t Celebration. 
At Frost, the block of Main 
street in the heart of the busi- 
ness district recently paved was

She Ain't What She Used to Be." 
Harry Hines was the first com- 
mission speaker and said he was 
delighted at 
the spirit of cele- 
bration and comradshlp evidenc- 
ed, and called particular atten-

for inter-community use, and fi- 
nally a very comprehensive sys- 
tem of all-weather 
roads 
that 
would connect every farm 
and 


the other lanes of traffic. 
He 
declared the farmers should not 
be satisfied until they had all- 
weather roads. 
He closed 
by 
stating the commission and every 
member of the department was 
co-operating 
and attempting 
to 


benefit by past experiences.

Gaps To Be Filled. 


"There are still some more gaps 


to he filled, and maybe before an- 
other persimmon time we will be 
able to close some more gaps" he 
declared and the statement re- 
ceived a big hand from the Cor- 
sicana group. 


He declared the completion of 
highway 22 was a big thing for 
Central Texas but seen In the 
light of the 
study of the 254 


counties of the state, the accom- 
plishment was small. He Insisted 
that with co-operation, the use of 
good sense, and maintenance of 
good will, Texas would eventual- 
ly have good roads. 
He urged 


consideration at all times for the 
needs and problems of other sec- 
tions of the state. 


"We are trying to build a com-

GOVERNOR ALLRED 
WILL NOT RESIGN 
FROM GOVERNORSHIP 


SAID 
FRIDAY HE 
WOULD 


SERVE OUT TERM BEFORE 


ASCENDING BENCH 


AUSTIN, Sept. 23.—W— 


Governor Jamea V. Allred 
announced today }ie would 
serve out his term. 


He said he would not re- 


sign before normal expira- 
tion or the term in January 
to become judge of a new 
federal court In South Texas to 
which he has been appointed by 
President Roosevelt. 


Simultaneously 
the 
Governor 


hinted strongly there would not 
be a special session of the legis- 
lature this fail, a matter over 
which there had been consider- 
able speculation. 


"I don't 
know of any pros- 


pects for a special session at this 
time," he said. 


The 
governor's statement 
re- 


garding his plans long had been 
awaited and many had thought 
that because of a heavy docket 
for the new court as well as his 
desire to get on the new job 
as soon as possible he could re- 
sign before finishing his second 
term as chief executive. 
He said simply: 
"I am going to serve out my 
term as governor." 


The new court's first session 
opens next Monday. 


A number of reasons were ad- 
vanced by friends as Influencing 
thn governor's 
decision. 


The controlling one was said 


to be the belief he ought not to 
relinquish such an Important pub- 
lic office as the governorship un- 
til expiration of the period for 
which he had been chosen by the 
people. 


Needs the Money. 
Another was that as governor 
he would receive $167 a month 
more than as a federal district 
judge. The governor's 
salary is 


$12,000 a year while that of a 
judge is $10,000. 


Finally, it was stated there was 
a question whether a recess ap- 
pointee, 
such as the 
governor 


would be until his appointment 
as judge had been confirmed by 
the United States senate, would 
get any money at all until after 
the confirmation. 


The 
governor 
has 
frequently 
said he was a "poor man" and 
dependent wholly on his salary 
for a living. 


Congress does not meet until 
January. 


The governor Indicated strongly 


he might make his 
home 
In 


Houston, after 
he assumes 
the 


judgeship, because 
the 
bulk of 


business In the court would be 
there.

It was felt here, however, that 
Soviet Russia would not move to 
the aid of Czechoslovakia unless 
France moved, and Poland and 
Hungary would not move against 
Czechoslovakia on behalf of Pol- 
ish and Mcgyar minorities in that 
country without Gerrnany.
